TERRY UNDERWOOD 
Head Coach 
Defensive Coordinator, 
Defensive Backs Coach 


Terry Underwood begins his sixth 
season as Warrior head football coach. 

He also serves as defensive 
coordinator and defensive backfield 
coach. In addition to his coaching duties, 
Underwood serves as athletic director. 

Last season the Warriors finished 
third in South Division competition with a 
3-3 record and had an overall 3-6 mark. 
Highlights of the 2002 campaign included a 
6-3 triple overtime win over the previously 
unbeaten Jones County Bobcats who 
were ranked second in the nation, and a 
23-20 Homecoming victory over the Hinds 
Eagles, who were also a nationally ranked 
squad in 2002. 

Underwood's 2001 Warriors compiled a 
6-3 regular season mark and were division 
runners-up with a 4-2 slate. East Central 
advanced to the state playoffs but fell to 
Mississippi Delta Community College on a 
last-second field goal in first-round action. 
EC also qualified for the state playoffs 
in 1999 and finished with an 8-3 record. 
Underwood's overall record at East Central 
stands at 26-24. 

Prior to taking over the ECCC football 
program, Underwood served three years 
as an assistant to Warrior head coach 
Willie Coats. During this period, East 
Central compiled a 19-12 record, which 
included a victory over Middle Georgia 
College in the 1996 Huddle House 
Golden Isles Bowl Classic in Brunswick, 
Georgia. The Warriors completed the 1996 
campaign with a 10-1 record and were 
ranked fifth in the nation. 

Underwood is also a former assistant 
at Pearl River Community College, 
where he coached offensive linemen and 
was strength coach. He also served as 
defensive coordinator and strength coach 
at Jones County Junior College. 

In addition, he has coached on the 
high school level, having served as an 
assistant at Hattiesburg. In all, Underwood 


has accumulated 19 years service in the 
coaching ranks. 

Underwood is a graduate of Seminary 
High School, where he was a standout on 
the football and track teams. He continued 
his athletic career at JCJC and Delta State 
University, again excelling in football and 
track. At DSU, he was shot put champion 
in the Gulf South Conference. He received 
bachelor and master's degrees in 
education from DSU. 3 

He is married to the former Carrie 
Shawn Massengale of Collins, who serves 
as secretary for the College's athletic 
department and is cheerleader sponsor. 

They have three children: Levi, Cali and 
Trest. 


TIM COATS 
Assistant Head Coach, 
Offensive Coordinator 


Tim Coats, who is in his ninth year 
as a member of the Warrior staff, serves 
as assistant head coach and offensive 
coordinator. He also coaches quarterbacks 
and wide receivers, serves as the team's 
academic advisor and is weight room 
coordinator for all athletes. In addition, he 
serves as golf coach. 

Under Coats' leadership as offensive 
coordinator, the Warrior offense has 
consistently been ranked among the 
best in the state. The 2002 team finished 
second in rushing offense and fifth in 
total offense, averaging 317.1 yards per 
contest. 

The 2001 squad, which posted a 6-3 
regular season mark and advanced to 
the state playoffs, also finished second in 
rushing yardage and was ranked fourth 
in total offense. East Central owned the 
state's top offensive unit in 2000 and 
finished second in total offense en route to 
a 6-4 record. The 1999 team, which went 
8-2 and advanced to the state playoffs, 
also had the top rushing unit and placed 
third in total offense. 

Prior to assuming his duties as 
offensive coordinator, Coats served four 
years as defensive secondary and special 
teams coach. The Warrior secondary led 


he state in interceptions in 1996 and 1997. 

Coats' coaching experience also 
includes stints at Newton and Morton high 
schools, where he served as assistant 
ootball coach and baseball coach. He 
earlier served as a student assistant at 
Mississippi College. At MC, he directed 
the junior varsity defensive backfield and 
served as offensive scout team coach 
or two seasons. He also coached the 
Choctaw baseball team in the fall of 1983. 
Coats is a former standout athlete 
in high school, excelling in football and 
baseball. He played his sophomore and 
junior seasons at Decatur High School 
and completed his high school career at 
Quitman High School. 

He received All-State honors as 
quarterback following his senor season 
at Quitman, and was also selected 
to participate in the 1980 Mississippi 
High School All-Star Football Game. 

He received an athletic scholarship to 
attend Mississippi College where he was 
a member of the football and baseball 
squads until a serious knee injury ended 
his career. 

A graduate of Quitman High School, 
Coats received a bachelor's degree from 
Mississippi College and a master's degree 
from the University of West Alabama. 

He has a son, Alan. 


STACY SIZEMORE 
Special Teams Coordinator, 
Linebackers Coach, Strength Coach 


Stacy Sizemore returns to the Warrior 
coaching staff, serving as special teams 
coordinator, linebackers' coach and 
strength coach. He was a graduate 
assistant for head coach Willie Coats 
in 1995-96, when his duties included 
coaching wide receivers and tight ends. 

Sizemore comes to East Central from 
American Heritage School in Plantation, 
Fla., where he most recently served as 
defensive coordinator, fitness instructor

and conditioning coach. He is also 

a former defensive coordinator, 
linebackers coach and special teams 
coordinator at the school, where he had 
served since 1996. 

He is also a former varsity linebacker 
coach at Saint Thomas Aquinas High 
School in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., and 
earlier coached varsity linebackers and 
wide receivers at Northeast High School 
in Oakland Park, Fla. 

Sizemore began his coaching career 
as a student assistant at the University 
of Southern Mississippi, where he 
served during the 1993 spring semester. 

He is a former football standout 
at Vicksburg High School, Hinds 
Community College, and the University 
of Southern Mississippi. He helped lead 
Hinds to the 1988 state championship.

Kenneth Thompson enters his fifth season as head coach. In addition to his 
coaching duties, Thompson teaches developmental mathematics. 

Thompson led the 2002 Soccer Warriors to their most successful season, 
finishing 9-6-3 overall and 5-3-2 in the South Division. His record over the past two 
seasons is 15-14-4 and 7-6-3. His overall record at ECCC is 22-40-6 and 13-22-3. 

One of the main reasons for the Soccer Warriors' success in 2002 was the 
performance of two-year standout Seltue Karweaye of Monrovia, Liberia, South 
Africa, recognized as EC's all-time leading scorer. Karweaye received honorable 
mention All-American and All-State honors following the 2002 campaign, and 
was selected best offensive player in the South Division after leading the division 
in scoring with 40 points. He placed third in the MACJC in scoring and finished 
eighteenth nationally. He was also selected the team's most valuable player and 
received the best offensive player award. Karweaye scored 16 points in 2001 
competition and earned honorable mention All-State honors. EC finished the 2001 
season with 6-8-1 and 4-3-1 marks. 

Prior to joining the ECCC staff, Thompson was junior varsity and varsity soccer 
KENNETH THOMPSON coach at Newton County High School, where he also taught mathematics and 

Head Coach coached junior high football. 
Thompson is a graduate of Morton High School, ECCC and Mississippi State 
University, where he received bachelor and master's degrees. He has completed 
further studies at Mississippi College. 
He is married to the former Cindy Russell of Decatur. They have three children: 
twins Russ and Will, and Samm. 


Beginning his fifth year as volunteer assistant for the College's soccer program 
is Roy Pete, whose involvement in soccer dates back to the late 1950s when he 
played and coached in the English Amateur League.

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75 Years of Champions 1928-2003 
1939 ECCC Football Warriors Were State Champions 


Although the East Central 
Community College football 
Warriors have experienced 
numerous successful 
seasons the past 75 years, 
only the 1939 team can claim 
a state championship. 

Coached by the legendary 
Polie Sullivan and assistant 
Frank Cross, East Central 
rolled to a perfect 10-0 record 
that season, outscoring 
opponents 243-25 in the 
process, according to the 
1940 WO-HE-LO, the 
College yearbook. 

The "Decatur Lads" (as 
they were described in the 
yearbook) posted wins over 
Moorhead (22-7), Livingston, 
Ala. (47-0), Wesson (24-0), 
Poplarville (18-6), Marion 
Military Institute (27-0), 
Raymond (20-0), Summit 
(12-6), Ellisville (6-0), Scooba 
(48-6) and Little LSU (19-6). 

Lamar Blount of Decatur 
was a standout member of 
the championship squad, and 
is recognized as the first East 
Central athlete to receive All- 
American honors. 

Blount, who came to East 
Central from Philadelphia 
High School, played for the 
Warriors while attending 
Newton County Agricultural 
School, which was then a 
part of the College. He was 
high school senior on the 
1939 team, where he starred 
at tailback, defensive end 
and defensive halfback. 

He said narrow wins over 


Ellisville and Summit were 
crucial to winning the state 
title. 

“| remember we scored 
following a blocked punt in 
the game with Ellisville, and 
we had to rally to defeat 
Summit. The win over 
Summit was really tough 
because we had so many 
players who were injured, 
including me,” Blount stated. 

After Summit had taken 
a 6-0 lead, Blount scored 
on a running play to tie the 
contest, then threw a late 
touchdown pass for the 
winning margin. Although 
East Central won the game, 
the ride home to Decatur was 
not a pleasant journey, as 
Blount explained: 

"Coach Sullivan was really 
mad because we almost lost 
to a team that had not won 
a game all year. We were 
fortunate to beat Summit, 
especially with all the players 
who were hurt." 

The Warriors clinched 
the state title by defeating 
Scooba in the season finale. 
East Central beat "Little 
LSU" of Monroe, La., for 
the Southeast Regional 
championship. 

Blount scored 100 points 
during the 1939 season, after 
tallying 86 points the previous 
year as a high school junior! 
He said the 1938 squad, 
which was also undefeated, 
"should have won the state 
crown" but scoreless ties with 


Moorhead and Wesson kept 
the Warriors from winning 
the championship. The 1938 
squad finished 7-0-2. 
Members of the 1939 
state championship 
squad were honored on 
the 50^ anniversary of 
their achievement during 
homecoming activities 
in 1989. Team members 
who attended the reunion 
and their residence at the 
time included Blount; Jack 
Langford (blocking black), 
Columbus; Dilton Richmond 
(end), Baton Rouge, La.; 
Falco Corrazza (halfback), 
McKeesport, PA; Burris 
O. Smith (end), Louisville; 
Albert C. Parkes (right 
end), Marianna, AR; James 
White (manager), Meridian; 
Spurgeon Mason (tackle),

Newton; Garland Massey 
(guard), Meridian; Paul 
Howe (guard), Union; Roland 
Loper (guard), Hattiesburg; 
and Shield Sims (center), 
Columbus. 

Blount was inducted 
into the ECCC Athletic Hall 
of Fame during the 1989 
Homecoming celebration, 
in recognition of his 
accomplishments on the 
gridiron. In addition to his 
stellar career at East Central, 
Blount was a standout at 
Philadelphia High School, 
Mississippi State University 
and Duke University. He 
played professionally with 
the Miami Seahawks, Buffalo 
Bills and Baltimore Colts. 


Six Warriors Hold Tennis Championship Titles 


Lucille Wood, who 
coached the East Central 
Community College men 
and women's tennis teams 
from 1956 to 1976 said, 
"| really enjoyed coaching 
tennis. I really worked 
harder at tennis than | did 
basketball." 

Wood said she always 
had a full roster for her 
tennis teams and that in 
the early years they had 
to travel with the baseball 
team. 

"We had the same 


schedule as the baseball 
team because we had to 
travel when and where they 
did," Wood said. "Later we 
began to travel alone and 
were able to make our own 
schedule." 
Tennis practices started 
during the fall semester. 
"We would begin 
practicing when school 
started," Wood said. 
"Then when it was time 
for basketball season, we 
would play basketball. Then 
we would resume with 


the tennis schedule in the 
spring." 

Her hard work seemed to 
pay off as Wood had several 
participants who won state 
tennis championships. 

Lamar Buntyn was a 
state champion in 1961 and 
1962. Tommy Irby claimed a 
state crown in 1968. 

Among women's 
champions are Wanda Elliot 
who won the B Singles 
Championship in 1968 and 
Julie Latham who won the B 
Singles in 1977. 


"Neither of those girls 
had ever played tennis 
before they came to East 
Central," said Wood. "I 
taught Julie how to play 
her freshman year and she 
won the championship her 
sophomore year after Joe 
Clark had taken over as 
coach." 

Tommy McCool and 
Charles McAdory won the 
A Doubles Championship 
in 1977 under Clark's 
leadership. 


75 Years of Champions 1928-2003 


1998 Diamond Warriors capture first baseball state championship 


Sometimes, it takes more 
than talent to be a champion. 
It also takes heart, dedication 
and determination. The 1998 
Diamond Warriors seemed 
to have it all the day they 
defeated Mississippi Gulf 
Coast Community College15- 
8 at Scooba for East Central 
Community College's first 
State Championship in 
baseball. 

"That was one of the 
best teams, as far as people 
accepting their roles and 
coming together as a team, 
that | have ever helped 
coach," said then assistant 
coach Neal Holliman. “We 
were a talented team, but 
people accepting their 
positions and working 
together for the good of the 
team played a big part in that 
championship." 

Holliman served as an 
assistant from 1997-2000 
under the late Jamie Clark 
who served as head coach 
from 1987 until his death 
from a brain tumor July 18, 
2001. 

In an interview for the 
1999 Wo-He-Lo yearbook, 
Clark said, "We had many 
heroes in the tournament 
and during the season-from 
our regulars who did so well 
and those who came off the 
bench and excelled in clutch 
situations. Our crowd support 
was outstanding. It was a 
definite factor in helping us 
win." 

Players from the 1998 
team who stand out in 
Holliman's mind include Ron 
Perkins of Louisville. 

"Ron was a great leader. 
He was proud to be at East 
Central and he made others 
feel that same enthusiasm," 
Holliman said. "Midway 
through that year, we were 
doing okay, but not great. So 
Ron got the team together 
for an unscheduled practice 
one day. They practiced all 
on their own. From that day 
forward, things just started to 
click." 

Pitcher Danny Rushing 
of Edinburg, who was on the

mound when the Warriors 
played the championship 
game, also came to mind. 

"We played on a Sunday," 
Holliman said. "After we 
won the game everyone 
was celebrating and 
having a great time. Danny 
immediately came up to 
Coach Clark and said, ‘I have 
to go coach. | have to go to 
church.' That's just the kind 
of person Danny was." 

Holliman said Clark was 
always trying to teach the 
team lessons. That year, 
even the championship 
game, was no exception. 

The Warriors were 31-20 
during the season. They had 
not lost a game during the 
state tournament coming into 
the finals. Gulf Coast had to 
beat them twice. 

"Gulf Coast was very 
good,” said Holliman. 
"Although they had to beat us 
twice to win the tournament, 
we knew that it was possible 
for them to do that. We 
needed all the hits we could 
get. 


“Greg Wood (of Decatur) 
had hit 17 or 18 home runs 
that year. We were down 9-5 
or something like that. We 
needed him in the game. As 
it turns out, he hit a fly ball to 
left field and didn't run it out 
like Coach Clark had always 
taught him to do.

Lucille Wood has won 
more state championships at 
East Central than any other 
coach in the history of the 
College. And, as the saying 
goes, she had to "start from 
scratch." 

The East Central women's 
basketball team won their 
first state championship in 
1936. Almost two decades 
later, in 1954, women's 
basketball was discontinued 
as an MACJC-sanctioned 
sport. 

Wood graduated from 
East Central in 1950. She 
continued her education at 
the University of Southern 
Mississippi and taught three 
years at Copiah-Lincoln 
Community College before 
returning to her alma mater 
to teach physical education, 
health and recreation. 

It was only a few years 
later when she organized 
women's club teams at the 
College. They would travel 
around the state playing 
other club teams. In 1970 
they won the first organized 
state championship since the 
sport was discontinued. 

"The game was played 
at Gulf Coast," said Wood. 
"We won the junior college 
tournament and 'the W' 
(Mississippi University for 
Women) won the senior 
college tournament. Then we 
played 'the W' for the overall 
title, which we lost."

1992-93 Warrior Basketball Team Wins Title on Coleman's Last-Second Goal 


It may not have been 
the "shot heard ‘round 
the world," but Anthony 
Coleman's baseline jumper 
from the left corner with 
one second remaining in 
overtime was definitely 
a shot heard through the 
annals of Warrior athletics. 

Coleman's buzzer- 
beater gave East Central 
Community College an 
87-85 decision over home 
standing Gulf Coast 
Community College, and 
more importantly provided 
the Warrior basketball 
team with its first state 
championship in 40 years! 

Marty Cooper was 
completing his second year 
as Warrior coach when his 
1992-93 squad captured 
the state title en route to a 
24-8 record. Cooper, who 
left ECCC in 1998 to take 
over the men's basketball 
program at Itawamba 
Community College where 
he remains today, said the 
1992-93 Warriors were a 
"special group." 

"After 12 years in this 
league, | always compare 
my current team to that 
state championship team, 
and no team ever measures 
up when you look at all the 
intangibles," Cooper stated. 

Several players, in 
addition to Coleman, who 
hailed from Toxey, Alabama, 
had standout performances 
in the championship 


contest. 

Stacy Miller, Coleman's 
high school teammate, 
made a shot at the end of 
regulation to send the game 
into overtime. All-American 
Marcus Mann of Walnut 
Grove had 29 points and 12 
rebounds. 

Although those three 
individuals were keys to the 
Warriors' success, Cooper 
said there are "two things" 
he remembers most about 
the title game: 

"First, that we got behind 
19-2 to start the game. | 
called timeout and after 
looking in the eyes of each 
player, | just had a feeling 
we could come back. By 
halftime we cut the lead to 
38-30, and when we left the 
locker room we were very 
confident! Gulf Coast had a 
great team and we played 
the title game on their home 
court. They later won the 
Region tournament and 
finished sixth in the national 
tournament. 

"The second thing I 
remember is what a total 
team effort it was. We 
had kids like Michael 
Holbert (Morton), Anthony 
Huddleston (Union) and 
Stanley Ford (Louisville) 
who came off the bench 
and gave us a big lift. Our 
guards — Harold Scott 
(Memphis), Matt Riley 
(Walnut Grove), Eric 
Morgan (Carthage) and 


. 


Michael Coats (Louisville) 
played great and were often 
overlooked because of 
Marcus.” 

“The other part of 
the team effort,” Cooper 
continued, “was our 
coaching staff. Jennifer 
(Marty's wife), suggested 
a great adjustment in our 
zone offense late in the 
game, which helped get 
Harold Scott open for 
two big three-point shots, 
and assistant Chris Croft 
(Louisville) always did a 
good job keeping everyone 
calm." 

He added, "That 
team had such a special 
chemistry on and off the 
court. As | look back, | 


think of what a great team 
player Cedric Sledge 
(Philadelphia) was and 
that our entire team was 
a reflection of him. Each 
member always put the 
team ahead of individual 
goals. Clay Ward (Louisville) 
is one such player. Clay did 
not play much but came to 
practice everyday and made 
the starters work hard, and 
helped to keep the 'bench' 
in the game."

The Warriors lost only 
one game during season 
action — to Goodman 
(Holmes Community 
College)- en route to the 
team's first state title since 
1931. lronically, East 
Central defeated that same 
Goodman team to win the 
state championship. The 
Warriors also captured the 
Lions Bowl tournament, the 
Region 7 championship and 
finished fourth in the NJCAA 
Tournament in Hutchison, 
Kansas.

"We had a good group of 
guys who were very good 
athletes. And we worked 
well together. There were no 
selfish players on this team. 
No one minded passing the 
ball to whoever was open 
for a shot. We really had 
great chemistry as a team," 
Brackeen recalled. 

Brackeen noted there 
were several highlights 
during the season — the 
75-65 win over Goodman 
for the state title, the 87- 

65 thrashing of Booneville 
to capture the Region 7 
Tournament, and of course, 
the scoring barrage he 
posted in the NJCAA 
tournament. But what really 
“stood out” to Brackeen, 
were the antics of teammate

Most fans of East Central 
Community College athletics 
are probably unaware 

that the nickname for the 
first football team was the 
"Wildcats." 

Information about the 
ECCC "Wildcats," the 
College's “unofficial” football 
team in 1928, was found in a 
1951 issue of The Tom-Tom, 
the campus newspaper. The 
article, author unknown, is 
printed below: 

"Football, the activity 
which traditionally offers 
the occasion for welcoming 
back old grads for one grand 
homecoming, is one of the 
oldest traditions at East 
Central. 

“In the year 1928, when 
twenty ambitious people from 
Newton County started this, 
our college, East Central 
Junior College football was 
made one of the outstanding 
campus activities right 
from the beginning. In its 
beginning, however, it was 
wholly a voluntary project. 
The boys got together and 


formed a wildcat team. 
Since the school wasn't yet 
accredited, according to 

the members of the original 
team, they played anybody 
and everybody ranging from 
high schools through junior 
colleges and senior colleges. 

"The first local junior 
college team was composed 
of five college boys and 
fifteen high school boys. The 
college boys were Selby 
May, Morris Wall, Spurgeon 
Lewis, J. D. Harris and Aubry 
Vaughn, who were coached 
by Dick Baxter. 

"Members of this first 
team, four of whom still live 
in the immediately vicinity 
of the college, give an 
interesting account of the 
experience of those early 


ays. 
"The Wildcats won over 
the College which then 
existed at Carthage and 
in this game J. D. Harris 
suffered a broken nose. 
Also on this day a balloon 
was released, the first one 
that most of the players and

fans ever seen, so the game 
became a secondary event 
in the interest of both teams 
and fans and was postponed 
until a later hour. 

“The record made 
by those athletes of the 
‘20's might challenge the 
achievement of our present- 
day team. Poplarville was 
considered the state champs 
in 1928, but they won over 
the Wildcats by only one 
touchdown. Those Bilbo 
boys must have been tough 
even in those days. 

"Hattiesburg Boys' School 
beat the Wildcats by only 
one point — the score — 7- 
6. In this game something 
happened which all the boys 
on that team remember. 
Perry (Noah) Vance's 
shoulder was knocked out of 
place three times. Billy Aubry 
Vaughn replaced it after two 
doctors failed. They said 
that Perry cried, cussed and 
played right on. 

"Ellisville has been a 
great rival even since that 
first year. One of the players 


has said, "They finally won 
by the help of the twelfth and 
thirteenth man — the referee 
and the head linesmen.” 


Millsaps, being a senior. 
college of course, offered 
unusually strong resistance 
for the inexperienced team, 
but won over the Wildcats 
only by a score of seven to 
zero. This was a hard fought 
game by the Wildcats. 

"The Wildcats beat Clarke 
College thirteen to seven in 
the same year. 

"Ever since 1928, the 
E.C.J.C. football spirit has 
lived. There have been 
many, many brave Warriors 
who have fought and bled 
for this their school so that 
the '51 Warriors who are 
being featured in the present 
homecoming festivities can 
go into the game inspired 
by the assurance that they 
are carrying on a tradition 
worthy of their best efforts to 
maintain."
